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Marching Against The Incinerator 


More than 150 people marched down 
Ferry St. June 6 to protest the construction, 
and now, the possible expansion, of a gar- 
bage incinerator in Ironbound. 

“The Port Authority has plans to expand 
the incinerator by adding an additional 
burner. This would mean bringing garbage 
in from all over New Jersey, and even from 
out-of-state,” said Arnold Cohen, from the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Wastes (ICATW.) 

Children marched with their parents, 
young people rode bicycles, and many senior 
citizens also participated. There were lots 
of homemade banners, and signs. The crowd 
chanted “2,4,6 8 -Don’t Incinerate!” as 
they marched down the street. 

“They lied to us before, saying that this 
incinerator would not cause pollution, and 
they are lying to us now,” said Vic De Luca 
from the Ironbound Community Corpora- 
tion, who was one of the speakers at the 
Rally after the march. “We have got to stay 
active, and organized, and tell them we 
don't want any more pollution in our com- 
munity.” 

The march was joined by Greenpeace, 
the international environmental organiza- 
tion. Greenpeace is currently on a tour of 
the state, organized by the Grass Roots 
Environmental Organization (GREO). 
The Greenpeace bus is visiting commu- 
nities all over the state to discuss the 
pollution garbage incinerators will cause 
and the alternatives which exist. 

Many Ironbound residents saw the Green- 
peace bus on Tuesday, June 5 at the Path- 
mark lot, and others saw it outside Oliver

a petition which is going to be presented to 
Governor Florio, asking that the moratorium 
on construction of incinerators (which the 
Governor has put into effect ) be extended. 
The moratorium is only for a few months, 
but New Jersey residents are calling for a 
complete moratorium. 

Rev. David Burgess, former pastor of St. 
Stephan’s Church, said, “They are dumping 
this incinerator here because it is a poor 
and working class community, and many 
people here do not vote. They figure they 


can get away with it here, whereas they

Livingston.” 

Fred Munson, from Greenpeace, urged 
the community to continue to fight the 
garbage incinerator. 

Arnold Cohen reminded people that the 
ICATW would march in the Portugal Day 
parade. He also announced that the next 
meeting of the ICATW would be held on 
June 19, and that everyone was invited to 
goto the Essex County Board of Freeholders 
meeting where they will be voting on whe- 
ther to accept garbage from other counties. 


That meeting will be held June 27. Forrides 
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Eyewitnesses in Mexico 


Four students from St. Benedict’s Prep 
and their teacher, Jack Dougherty, recently 
spent 10 days along the U.S.-Mexican bor- 
der. The students were Glen Delgado, Rah- 
maan Ross, Omont McBride and Andre Da 
Silva. The program they took part in is 
called Borderlinks. 

On June 1, at the Peace on Earth 
Spaghetti Dinner at St. Stephen’s Church, 
the student-travelers talked about their Bor- 
derlinks trip, and passed out a booklet 
they had written about their trip. 

On the first day of their trip, they attended 
a service at a Presbyterian Church which 
was the first church to declare itself a 
“sanctuary” for Central American Refugees. 
People coming into this country from Mexico 
and other Central American countries are 
taking sanctuary in churches (similar to 
the places escaping slaves had where they 
could be safe, which was called the “under- 
ground railroad”). That night they heard 
the story of a Guatemalan family of teachers 
who had been forced to leave their country 


after they were tortured by the government - 


soldiers. 

Student Andre Da Silva writes, “Gua- 
temala is known for its Human Right viola- 
tions from the 1960's to the 1980's. Guate- 
malans are killed and tortured, as in El 
Salvador, for forming unions, helping peo- 
ple to read, and standing up for Human 
Rights... ... The U.S. has invested greatly in 
Guatemala. Policies such as agrarian re- 
forms (when huge, unused estates of land 
are broken down and given to peasants 
without land) can be disastrous for inves- 
tors. So when agrarian reforms were institu- 
ted in Guatemala, the U.S. (government) 
orchestrated a successful coup and set up a 


puppet government in 1954... ...Should there 
be a person or a group that organizes 
unions they can expect to be warned, ha- 
rassed, tortured, and even killed by the 
government (also called “secret police” or 
“death squads”). This also happens to 
people establishing schools and health cen- 
ters.” 

On Monday, May 21, the students spoke 
to a historian about the border between the 
United States and Mexico, to a representa- 
tive from the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service, and to two members of the 
Task Force on Central America. 

“I saw pictures drawn by Salvadoran 
refugee children,” writes student Andre Da 
Silva.” The pictures were of soldiers shoo- 
ting villagers and helicopters machine-gun- 
ning village houses. Innocent people are 
still being killed and tortured in El Salvador 
at the hands of the Salvadoran government. 
Yet the United States still gives $1.5 million 
a day in military aid to the Salvadoran 
government. Why are we giving money to 
murderers?” 

The students then went to Mexico where 
they stayed at a community called “La 
Brisa” and helped to clear a path for a new 
road. Says student Omont McBride, “When 
we got off the van in La Brisa, we saw 
poverty. We saw kids playing in the dirt, 
houses made out of cardboard, wood, and 
some bricks.” 

“The living conditions were terrible,” 
writes Glen Delgado. “There was no running 
water, no permanent electricity, and the 
houses were no more than little cardboard 
shacks.” 

The students also visited a “maquila- 
dora”. This is a foreign owned (mostly 


United States ) factory which pay an ave- 
rage wage of about $3.50 a day. 

On May 25, the students met with people 
who help the refugees with legal assistance. 
Then they headed for Mexicali, Mexico, 
where they visited a school, and spent the 
night with host families. 

“Mrs. Lopes (the family we stayed with ) 
went beyond herself to make sure we were 
comfortable in her humble, two room wooden 
shack,” writes Rahmaan Ross. “When we 
were leaving it brought tears to our eyes to 
hear her last words, ‘Whatever race or color 
you are, you are always welcome in my 
home, so make sure you come back and visit 
us.” 

The students got to speak with Mexicans 
who have tried to getinto the United States 
because ofthe poverty in Mexico. They also 
went to a Latin music and dance concert. 

“Tt is important to learn first hand what 
is going on in other countries,” said Vic De 
Luca, from the Ironbound Peace Educa- 
tion Project. “We thank these students for 
sharing their experience with us.”

Each winner 
received a check for $25 out of this special 
fund which was created by the Bernstein 
family and friends, and the Ironbound 
Community Corporation in memory of Dr. 
Bernstein. 

Dr. Bernstein worked as a family doctor 
in Ironbound for over 40 years. He was very 
involved in working for peace. 

Suzanne Salsbury, Dr. Bernstein's daugh- 
ter sent a letter which talked about the 
death last November of Mrs. Bernstein.

A Piece Of 
The Pie 


“The big lie ofthe 1980's is that excessive 
federal spending and over-consumption 
caused the record budget deficits that turned 
the United States into the world's biggest 
foreign debtor. 

“The truth is that tax cuts for the rich 
caused average annual budget deficits of 
$179 billion a year...” These are the word of 
Bob Rastin an article published in the Star- 
Ledger on Oct. 29, 1989. 

The tax decreases for rich people were so 
large that even though taxes on 9 out of 10 
Americans went up between 1977 and 1990, 
the total amount of federal tax collections 
went down by $70 billion in real dollars. 
People earning morethan $549,000 per year 
had their taxes drop by 15%! 

If rich people were paying the same tax 
rate as they were in 1977, there would be no 
federal budget deficit. 


Income 


Between 1979 and 1987, workers in the 
bottom 40% have experienced a decline in 
inflation-adjusted after-tax income. This 
means that even though your income went 
up, it didn’t keep up with inflation. — 

During the same time period, the richest 
1% of the population had their after-tax 
income go up by 110%! 

The poorest 20% of the population saw 
their income go down by 14%. Middleincome 
Americans saw their income go down by 
about 10%. 

When corporate taxes were reduced in 
1981, the politicians said that it would 
result in more investment and more jobs. It 
didn’t happen. Instead, between 1981 and 
1 986 re a investment went down. 


States averages 34%, while German corpo- 
rations pay 56% and those in J apan pay 
40%. 

Now, President Bush wants more tax 
loopholes for the rich - lower taxes on 
capital gains and dividends. 


Federal Spending 


Excluding Social Security, federal spen- 
ding declined from 16.7% of the gross 
national product in 1981 to 15.3% in 1988. 

Interest on the national debt went up 
from 2.3% of GNP in 1981 to 3.2% in 1988. 
Most of the interest goes to rich people who 
buy U.S. government treasury securities. 


What Can Be Done? 


The Economic Policy Institute propo- 
ses that: 

1. A tax be placed on huge financial 
transactions to help slow down the quick- 
profit trading by short-term speculators. 

2. Tax everyonethe same for social security 
(currently people don't have to pay social 
security taxes onincomethatis over $48,000 
per year). 

3. Make the rich pay higher income taxes 
by raising the rates on income over $192,000 
per year. 

Other groups are calling for a big decrease 
in military spending which has skyrocketed 
during the last 13 years. The recent changes 
in Russia and Eastern Europe mean that 
there are no more excuses for spending 
hundreds of billions of dollars every year 
on the military.

Know Your Rights 


The Family Leave Act 


Under a new law that took effect May 4, 
1990, workers are allowed to take a leave of 
absence from their jobs to take care of a 
family member without losing their job. 

The Family Leave Act requires employers 
to grant workers a leave of 12 weeks during 
any 24 month period for the birth or adoption 
of a child or the serious health condition of 
a child, parent, husband or wife. In case of 
serious illness, the leave can be taken inter- 
mittently (split up) or on a reduced work 
basis when medically necessary. Intermit- 
tent leave or a reduced work schedule can 
only be taken for the birth or adoption of a 
healthy child if your boss allows it. 

This means, for example, that when a 
baby is born, both the husband or wife can 
take time off from work without fear of 
losing their jobs. Likewise, if your child is 
ill, you can take time off from work to care 
for your child without losing your job. 

The employer has the right to require 
medical certification to support the request 
for the leave of absence. This means you 
may have to have proof from your doctor if 
your boss demands it. 

While you are out of work, you may not 
get paid. Whether or not you get paid may 
depend on your employer’s personnel poli- 
cies or on a union contract. During the 
leave of absence the employer must keep 
the workers ore a miy empier 


well as TEA i SEEE 


- -may berequired under the employer’s person- 


nel policy about temporary leaves of ab- 
sence. 

There are certain limited exceptions to 
the law: 

A. An employer may deny leavein certain 
cases to an employee who is among the 
highest paid 5% of employees or the seven 
highest paid employees. 

B. An employer will not be required to 
reinstate an employee if the employer ex- 
periences a work force reduction and the 
employee would have lost the job had he or 
she not been on leave. 

For the first year the law is in effect, it 
will cover all employers with 100 or more 
employees. During the second year, it will 
cover employers with 75 or more employees. 
From the third year on, it will cover all 
employers with 50 employees or more. Em-

Marchando Contra 


Mais de 150 pessoas marcharam pela 
Ferry St. abaixo, no passado dia 6 de 
Junho, para protestarem contra a constru- 
ção, e agora possivel expansão de um incine- 
rador no Ironbound.

Acto Para Permisos De 
Ausencia Para Familias 


Bajo una nueva ley que tomó efecto el 4de 
Mayo de 1990, trabajadores estan permiti- 
dos a cojer un permiso de ausencia de sus 
trabajos para cuidar de algun familiar sin 
perder sus trabajos. 

El Acto Por Ausencia Para Familias 
requiere de los jefes garantizarle un retiro 
de 12semanas durante cualquier periodo de 
24 meses por el nacimiento o adopción de un 
niño, o por condiciones serias de salud de 
un niño, padre, madre, esposa o esposo. En 
caso de enfermedades serias, el permiso se 
puede cojer aintervalos o en base de trabajo 
reducido según lo requiera la enfermedad. 
Se puede coger en caso de adopción o naci- 

= mientodeun niño saludable solo si el jefe se 
lo permite. 
Esto quiere decir, por ati cuando un 


De igual manera si el niño está enfermo, 
puedes cojer tu tiempo para atenderlo sin 
miedo de perder el trabajo. 

El jefe tiene el derecho de exigir certifica- 
ción medica para apoyar el permiso de 
ausencia. Esto quiere decir que debes tener 
prueba médica por si el jefe asi lo demanda. 

Mientras tu estas fuera del trabajo, no 
puedes recibir pago. Recibas pago o no 
depende de la póliza personal del jefe o 
contrato de la unión. Durante la ausencia el 
jefe debe mantener cualquier beneficio a los 
trabajadores ya sea plan de salud asi como 
tambien cualquier otro beneficio que se 
requiera bajo la poliza del trabajador.
